To swim into a 
shoal of larve and gulp down victims by the 
score requires neither great skill in steering nor 
speed in overtaking. But matters are otherwise 
when slim and active fish like the silver ling 
are concerned. Furthermore, this grim chase 
must be carried on at depths from 100 to 300 
fathoms deep, in utter darkness, and the victim 
must be seized with jaws which, while powerful 
enough, have a capacity of no more than a few 
inches.
